Its  objectives  are  to  indicate  the 
trend  over  the  past  several  years,  to  bring  to  light  several  major  causes  of 
death  and  to  summarize  vital  statistical  data  for  1977. 

Part  II  comprises  detailed  tables  covering  various  aspects  of  vital 
statistics  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  1977. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  state  that,  while  this  report  is  primarily  of 
interest  to  certain  professions  and  agencies,  it  will  give  other  interested 
persons  an  insight  into  the  vital  statistics  concerning  births,  deaths  and 
marriages  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.
